THE COMMISSIONER: So, looking forward then 
beyond the present matter, my view at the moment, I have 
got nothing firm on this, is that in Canada we have 
embarked upon a program of financially supporting athletic 
competition to something like $60-odd million in sports, 
the most recent report of a study with recommending it be 
increased substantially over the years. And then we all 


have this funding program, but certainly it should not be 
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administered in a way that if you cheat you are going to 
be carded at the highest level, if you don't you are not?

those are not real performance standards up there? 
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THE WITNESS: But I want to also point out 
that the athletes I was involved with are competitive 
individuals as I was. There was no carding in my day, 
there was no financial reward available, and yet I chose 
to use anabolics anyway, because I wanted to compete on 
the highest possible plain. And my athletes were going to 
face that dilema themselves whether I supported it or not. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, the purpose of 
the funding is to help those who couldn't otherwise afford 
it to spend a lot of time to pursue their athletic 
endeavours instead of having to get a job plus going to -- 
a schlorship for the studies. 

A. Yes, I agree that's very helpful, but 
I think we simply have to address the fact that athletes 
are very, very highly motivated individuals who want to 
rise to the highest level of athletic endeavour and they 


would like to do it on an even playing field. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Well, but they -- 
THE WITNESS: Ligvney could. 
THE COMMISSIONER: -- the great danger is 


when people are induced to cheat one way, they are tempted 


to do so in future life when they meet other types of 


competition. It's a very dangerous course to embark upon. 
THE WITNESS: Los veryopossible ys It 
certainly -- it leads to a cynical view unfortunately 
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because of the denials that are going on of the reality of 
international sport at this time. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, we will see. 

THE WITNESS: I do believe that we have an 
opportunity now. I believe people will be coming forward 
now who would not have otherwise. And you hear the 


comment over and over again with athletes even who have 
been implicated themselves and are indeed denying it, they 
Still will say that they would like the thing cleaned up 
because they are doing it, but they don't want to be in 
that situation. They want to eliminate it as well. I 
believe it's a dilemma that is more enforced by the 
structure of the sport rather than the athletes themselves 
WhOld ten ifie1 t.. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Welds Wivamiqoingtto let 


you go because you have been here a long time and I want 


to thank you for your frankness, Mr. Francis. And thank 
you.
